DUNCAN CAUSED A ROW AT THE POLLS 


In Order That the Vote Might Be Thrown 
Out—He Said He Was Employed by 
Third Party Leaders to Do So. 


Charlotte, N. C., November 18.—(Spe- 
cial. Last Tuesday Deputy Sheriff 
Melvin Livingston, of Richmond 
county, accompanied by Mr. Mc- 
Grit, left Laurenburg, armed with 
warrants for the arrest of 
Duncan and Arch McPhatter, two ne- 
gro men charged with raising a disturb- 
ance and fighting at the polls on election 
day, for the purpose of having the vote 
of a certain precinct in Spring Hill town- 
ship thrown out when the returns were 
made. ‘This scheme was concocted by a 
third party leader, by the name of Cooley, 
and it is said he prevailed on those two 
negroes to do the dirty work. 

When Livingston and McGrit reached 
Mephatter's house, Duncan McPhatter 
appeared at his door with a gun in his 
hand. Merit covered the negro with a 
pistol and Livingston proceeded to read 
the warrant. While Livingston was read- 
ing the paper, Mr. MoGrit saw Arch Me- 
Phatter draw a Winchester rifle and point 
it at Livingston’s head. McGrit turned 
to shoot Arch McPhatter and as he did 
so, Duncan McPhatter struck Livingston 
with the butt of his gun and knocked 

less to the ground.

The band of men at once went to the spot 
and found Duncan McPhatten lying on the 
ground, wounded in the leg and arm. The 
negro was taken at once to Laurenburg 
and placed in the lockup and a guard of forty 
armed men surrounded the calaboose.

Augusta, Ga., November 18.—(Special.)— 
The Richmond and Danville and Atlantic 
Coast Line have again fallen out and after 
Sunday the Richmond and Danville will dis- 
continue bauling the. Coast Line's Wilming- 
ton sleeper aud mail car between Augusta 
and Columbia. 

This practically shuts the Coast Line 
out of Augusta. The Richmond and Dan- 
ville is trying to get the entire control of 
the northern passenger business from all 
points south of Columbia. These two roads 
had a fuss about. the hauling of tle Wil- 
mington sleeper a few weeks ago, but at 
that time matters were arranged and the 
old schedule was continued and it is un- 
known what has caused the split this time. 

Although the Richmond and Danville is 
trying hard to shut out competition from Au- 
gusta, the Coast Line is trying to arrange 
to have its sleeper brought into Augusta 
over the South Carolina railroad from 
Camden, or over the Port Royal and Au- 
gusta road from Yamassee. If both these 
schemes fail the Coast Line will likely run 
its sleeper to Atlanta via the Georgia, Caro- 
lina and Northern railroad. — 

The Augusta board of health is opposed

will be sent to Atlanta to oppose the adop- 
tion of the bill to that effect introduced in 
the legislature a few days ago by Represen- 
tative Mershen, of Glynn county.

TRADE 1S HEALTHY. 


Report of Business for the Week—Large 
Trading in Cotton. 

New York, November 18.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade says: No important 
change appears in the condition of business. 
The distribution of products continues en- 
ormous, production by manufacturers is great- 
er, on the whole, than in any previous year, 
and, while some hesitation is seen about en- 
tering into new engagements, the general 
tone of business and industries is remarably 
healthy. In speculative circles, however, some 
apprehension of monetary pressure at no dis- 
tant day appears, and some fear that the 
Washburn anti-option bill may be passed at 


the opening of the session, in December, is 


felt in the operation on boards of trade. In 
spite of this, the trading in cotton has been 
much. larger than ever known in any week, 
but, in other products and stocks, dealings 
have been but moderate. The belief is -held 
by a majority that business will not be dis- 
turbed by an extra session of congress, nor 
by any legislation of especial importance at 
the short session this winter. 

No material change is seen in business at 
Baltimore, though in some trades the warm 
weather acts unfavorably. At Pittsburg, the 
demand for pig iron is , and finished 
— are moving freely. At Louisville, 
rade is about the average, but dull in Little 
Rock, with a small cotton movement. At 
Nashville, business is improving rapidly. 

Sales of cotton amounted to 2,290,000 *. 
with an advance of three-eighths of a cent. 
In wheat and corn, advances of three-cighths 


‘of a cent were made, though western receipts 


of wheat continues large, and polk products 
were stronger. A rise of nearly a cent oc- 
curred in coffee, with small transactions. 
Except for cotton, the speculative markets 
have been comparatively dull, but, in stocks, 
some excitement was caused by the agree- 
ment of the trunk line residents for a 
division of the west-bound traffic and the 
maintenance of rates, the hope being that the 
great increase of business during the world’s 
fair would thus be rendered more profitable. 

In the eat industries, little change is 
seen, all the textile works being remarkably 
well employed, and the cotton mills especially 
pressed with orders, while prices for some

William Maer Dies Upon the Scaffold at 
Wheelinz—His Crime. 

Wheeling. November 18.—Wilhelm Maer 

was here today for the murder of 


his wife, Marie, under sensational circum- 


stances, on April 5th last. Maer was a 
native of Witenberg, Germany, and but 


twenty-five years old. His wife was aged 


about twenty and the daughter of William 
Yoho, a presperous farmer of this county, 
formerly of Woodsfield, Monroe county, 
Ohio. The couple had been married six 
months when the tragedy occurred. De- 
velopments at the trial proved that their 
married life had been far from happy. 

Marie, who has been much sought after 
on account of her beauty, married after 
much hesitation, and because he threatened 
to commit suicide if she refused him. Maer 
was an industrious mechanic, and his duties 
required him to work at night. 

On the night of the murder he came home 
late. He was perfectly sober but in an ex- 
cited frame of mind. His wife was asleep, 
and beside her was her little sister, Katie 
Yoho, who was visiting her. Maer awoke 
her and resumed quarreling as they had 
earlier in the evening. After talking for 
some time Maer started to leave the house, 
but before going he approached the bedside 
and asked his wife to kiss him goodby. 
She refused the proffered peace-offering, 
and without another word Maer stepped to 
the table on which lay a 38 caliber revolver. 
He seized it ‘and coolly lighted a match to 
guide his aim. g 

Realizing his intention, Marie begged him 
to spare her, and said she would never speak 
another cross word to him. Maer pulled 
the trigger and the ball took effect in her 
head, killing her instantly. Another shot 

effect ‘in her breast. A third and 
fourth shots were fired in quick succession, 
both taking effect, the latter passing through 
the woman's shoulder and wounding Katie 
Yoho, who was a terrified witness of the 
2 proceeding. After the shooting Maer 


The little girl aroused the police, but the 
murderer could not be found. A reward 
was offered for his arrest, and as there was 
reason to believe he was in the neighbor- 
hood, close watch was kept. Two weeks 
after the murder some persons living near 
the vicinity in which the murdered woman’s 
gtave was noticed a man acting strangely 
over her remains. He seemed to be dancin 
about it and wringing his hands. The of- 
ficers were notified, and the man who 
proved to be the murderer was arrested 
after a race and a struggle. 

Maer was tried in June and sentenced to 
hang in August. After a stay of execu- 
ton and attempts to get a new trial he was 
resentenced to hang on November 18th. 

A Cincinnati lady, Mrs. Strickland, and 
Mrs. Groves, of Middleton, O., had known 
Maer in Germany. They declared he was

Maeir’s last hours were spent with his 
spiritual adviser, Rey. Father McEliliott, 
and when the hour 6f execution arrived he 
was perfectly calm and expressed himself 
as ready to die. He ascended the steps of 
the scaffold with a firm step. Just before 
the cap was fitted over his head he made a 
brief speech, in which he complained that 
he had not had a fair trial and asserted 
that his crime was not murder in the first 
degree. After a parting prayer with the 
priest and a last good-bye to the officers, 
the trap was sprung by Sheriff Steimod. 
The body shot downwards, the feet striking 
the ground. The sheriff and a couple of 
deputies quickly pated the rope up and 
looped it so as to ſeave the feet of the mur- 
derer six inches from the ground. Fortun- 
ately unconsciousness was instantaneous, 
as his neck was broken and the bungle was, 
therefore, robbed of the horror which might 
have otherwise have accompanied it. The 
physicians pronounced life extinct in four- 
teen minutes.

Under Consideration. 

The dispatch recently sent out by The 
New York Sun to the effect that Mr. 
Cleveland would not call an extra session 
of congress is calculated to mislead the 
casual reader. As a matter of fact, Mr. 
Cleveland doesn’t know whether he will 
call an extra session or not. He has not 
made up his mind simply because it is 
not necessary that he shouid come to any 
definite conclusion at tuis time. It is a 
matter to be carefully considered and 
discussed. 

Senator Carlisle, who is very close to 
Mr. Cleveland, and who has recently had 
a conference with him, declares that it 
is absolutely impossible to say now 
whether or no there would be an extra 
session. It would all depend on condi- 
tions not yet developed. Mr. Carlisle said 
he had seen Mr. Cleveland before leaving 
New York, and was satisfied that it was 
not yet possible for the president-elect to 
tell what would be done. 

The conditions that will render an extra 
session desirable have not as yet made 
themselves felt, but The Constitution feels 
reasonably sure that they will present 
themselves in the shape of sound party 
policy and as the result of a desire on 
the part of sound and conservative busi- 
ness to make the period of suspense as 
short as possible. 

Of one thing we may be very sure— 
that Mr. Cleveland will not make up his 
mind hastily or without taking into con- 
sideration all of the reasons for or 
against an extra session. We may be very 
sure, too, that he will not be influenced 
in the slightest degree by republican blus- 
ter. Nor will he be deceived into beliey- 
ing that President Harrison and the re- 

publican Senate can be induced to join 
the democrats in reforming the tariff. 

There is another fact that is bound to 
have some influence on the discussion of 
an extra session, and that is the attitude 
of the republican organs. They are doing 
their utmost to frighten the business in- 
terests of the country by crying up and 
down that the democrats are preparing 
a scheme of free trade that will paralyze 
and destroy the industries of the nation 
and create a panic more disastrous and 
far-reaching than that of 1857. 

The organs that are making these dole 
ful pred’stions and uttering these cries 
of alarm are newspapers of influence. 
They reach the business communities of 
the north and east, and their tremendous 
outcry is bound to have its effect. If it 
does no more, it will create a feeling of 
uneasiness among business men.

The sultan must have lots of valuables, 
for his treasure is an immense affair, besides 
being a beauty. It was shown in the next 
float. People who have never been to Tur- 
key at all had no difficulty in determining 
that it was a treasure box without the aid 
of the programme. And they decided that 
it was a safe place to keep money, too. 

Next you saw an imposing float with a 
stern looking figure seated in the middle.
